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INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Cleansing  of  Parts  Used  for  Edible  Products. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  edible  products  are  sometimes  prepared  from 
parts  of  carcasses  which  have  not  been  thoroughly  cleaned.  In  some  instances 
soiled  beef  heads,  including  the  horn  butts,  are  passed  through  the  crusher  and 
removed  to  the  cooking  vat  or  tank  without  cleansing  the  sinuses  or  nasal  pas- 
sages. Such  procedure  is  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  and  employees  engaged 
in  meat  inspection  are  instructed  to  see  that  all  carcasses  or  parts  thereof  which 
are  used  in  the  preparation  of  edible  products  are  clean. 

Handling  Carcasses  of  Tick-Infested   Calves. 

When  calves  infested  with  Texas  fever  ticks  (Boophilus  annulatus)  are 
slaughtered  at  an  official  establishment  the  carcasses  thereof  shall  not  be  taken 
from  the  establishment  until  the  ticks  or  the  hides  are  removed.  The  intention 
of  this  order  is  to  prevent  the  possible  spread  of  infection  through  the  trans- 
portation of  tick-infested  skins. 

Return  of  Inspected  Fats. 

The  attention  of  employees  concerned  is  directed  to  a  circular  letter  (ZY-276) 
dated  October  8,  1907,  giving  instructions  on  this  subject  and  amending  the 
circular  letter  of  October  30,  1906. 

Oil  from  Tankage. 

Oil  obtained  by  pressing  tankage  from  tanks  used  for  edible  products  shall 
not  be  passed  for  food.  The  dump  boxes  may  be  skimmed,  provided  the  boxes 
and  surroundings  are  maintained  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

Inspection  of  Canned  Meats. 

The  Bureau  is  reliably  informed  that  consignments  of  canned  meats  which 
are  exported  from  this  country  are  found,  upon  arrival  at  destination,  to  con- 
tain tins  which  are  "  blown,"  known  as  "  swellers,"  and  which  are  condemned ; 
also  that  many  cans  do  not  bear  labels.  These  facts  emphasize  the  importance 
of  rigid  supervision  by  the  Bureau  of  the  preparation  of  canned  products  and 
the  careful  inspection  of  consignments  at  the  time  they  are  forwarded  from 
establishments  where  Federal  inspection  is  maintained  in  order  to  insure  prqper 
labeling  and  that  only  sound  products  are  forwarded.  Inspectors  in  charge  of 
meat  inspection  are  requested  to  inform  the  Bureau  of  the  nature  of  the  inspec- 
tion made  by  members  of  their  forces  of  canned  meat  food  products  prepared 
and  shipped  from  establishments  under  their  supervision. 

Correction  in  List  of  Products  Inspected  and  Passed  under  Regulation  50. 

In  the  circular  of  "  Instructions  concerning  stocks  of  meat  food  products  on 
hand  October  1,  1906,"  issued  January  14,  1907,  four  products  which  are  con- 
tained in  the  list  are  described  as  being  manufactured  by  Hammond  Packing 
Company,  Chicago,  111.  These  products  are  deviled  ham,  corned  beef  hash, 
compressed  cooked  beef,  and  veal  loaf.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
Bureau  that  these  products  were  manufactured  by  G.  H.  Hammond  Packing 
Company,  Chicago,  111.,  and  not  by  Hammond  Packing  Company,  as  stated  in 
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the  circular  of  instructions  above  referred  to.  Inspectors  in  charge  will  there- 
fore regard  the  above-named  products  manufactured  by  G.  H.  Hammond  Com- 
pany, Chicago,  111.,  as  being  inspected  and  passed  under  Regulation  50. 


CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  IMPORTATION  OF  MEAT  PRODUCTS  INTO  SANTO 

DOMINGO. 

The  following  information  has  been  received  through  the  Department  of 
State  from  the  Government  of  the  Dominican  Republic.  Inspectors  in  charge 
will  communicate  the  same  to  the  managements  of  any  establishments  under 
their  supervision  that  are  likely  to  be  interested. 

"  Up  to  the  present  the  legislative  power  has  indicated  no  special  laws  relative 
to  the  substances  which  may  be  used  in  the  packing  of  meats  destined  for  food. 
Doctors  of  sanitation  are  guided  in  this  matter  by  rules  prescribed  in  works  on 
hygiene,  it  being  a  constant  and  invariable  practice  that  nothing  more  be  per- 
mitted to  be  used  in  the  packing  of  meats  than  chlorid  of  sodium  (common  salt), 
either  alone  or  else  with  a  slight  addition  of  nitrate  of  potassium  (saltpeter). 
Any  other  substance  used  to  preserve  meats  would  be  considered  as  injurious 
to  health,  and  the  consumption  of  such  meats  would  undoubtedly  be  refused  by 
the  public  and  prohibited  by  the  sanitary  authorities."

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies : 

"  Cresolic  Disinfectant  and  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the 
Hunt  Manufacturing  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon 
of  Cresolic  Disinfectant  and  Dip  to  43  gallons  of  water. 

"  Gladstone  Kresoline  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Glad- 
stone Medicine  Company,  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of 
Gladstone  Kresoline  Dip  to  58  gallons  of  water. 

"  Ereso  Dip  No.  1,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.,  Detroit,  Mich.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Kreso  Dip  No.  1  to  72  gallons 
of  water.  (This  dip  should  not  be  confused  with  "  Kreso  Dip,"  the  use  of  which 
was  authorized  in  Service  Announcements  of  July  15,  1907,  p.  12.  Only  pack- 
ages which  are  labeled  "  Kreso  Dip  No.  1 "  may  be  diluted  in  proportion  of 
1  gallon  to  72  gallons  of  water.  Packages  labeled  "  Kreso  Dip  "  should  be  used 
only  in  the  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  63  gallons  of  water.) 
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Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear 
the  guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143 
and  amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said 
regulations  or  amendments. 


INSPECTION  AND  MALLEIN  TESTING  OF  HORSES  FOR  CANADA.

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  CORRESPONDENCE  AND  FILES. 

Referring  to  previous  instructions  on  this  subject,  it  appears  that  there  has 
been  much  misunderstanding  as  to  how  to  distinguish  between  "  J "  and 
"Force"  correspondence.  In  order  to  maintain  in  the  Washington  office  a 
complete  and  comprehensive  record  of  the  personnel  it  is  necessary  to  consider 
incoming  letters  individually,  and  no  unvarying  rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  the 
correspondence  number  to  be  assigned  to  all  incoming  correspondence  relative 
to  the  personnel ;  much  must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  file  clerk.  It  is 
therefore  believed  impracticable  to  maintain  records  of  the  personnel  at 
stations  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  kept  in  Washington,  and  inspectors  in 
charge  are  directed  to  discontinue  their  individual  personnel  record  and  to  file 
all  "  1,"  "  5,"  "  J,"  and  "  Force "  letters  chronologically  under  "  Personnel." 
Numbers  need  not  be  placed  on  letters  referring  to  these  subjects.  The  card 
record  of  such  letters  received  from  Washington,  however,  should  of  course  be 
continued.  Distinction  should  be  made  between  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"  personal "  and  "  personnel,"  as  some  of  the  confusion  has  doubtless  been  due 
to  a  failure  to  make  this  distinction.
